The  above  1,004  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  dia- 
gnosing contagious  diseases  ;  watching  suspected  cases  ;  as- 
certaining the  isolation  of  children  who  had  been  exposed  to 
infection  in  the  public  schools  ;  taking  diphtheria  cultures,  etc. 
Two  cases  of  small-pox  were  discovered  in  the  City  during 
the  year,  one  of  these  cases  contracted  the  disease  in  Cobalt, 
Ont.,  and  transmitted  it  to  the  other  (an  unvaccinated  adult) 
who  lived  in  the  same  house.

Sir, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  report,  on  vital  statistics  for 
the  year  1907  permit  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  great 
difficulty  we  labor  under  in  trying  to  arrive  at  anything  like 
a  correct  result.  As  we  have  only  an  approximate  idea  of 
our  population,  our  birth,  marriage  and  death  rates  are  as  a 
consequence  based  on  very  uncertain  data.  Our  natural  in- 
crease is  estimated  by  the  lowest  figure  at  about  3.2%,  but 
since  the  last  census  (1901)  there  has  been  a  great  influx  of 
immigrants  from  all  parts,  especially  from  {the  East  and 
South  of  Europe  which  has  not  been  taken  into  account  and 
which  must  have  increased  our  population  very  materially. 
On  page  84  I  have  endeavored  to  give  the  population  of  each 
city  ward,  but  for  the  above  reasons,  these  figures  are  only 
approximately  correct.  In  some  of  the  older  wards  such  as 
St.  Ann's,  St.  Joseph,  St.  James,  etc.,  the  population  owing  to 
want  of  building  space  cannot  have  increased  very  much, 
whereas  in  the  newer  ones,  such  as  Hochelaga,  St.  Denis  etc 
an  unprecedented  number  of  buildings  has  gone  up  during 
the  past  few  years  and  very  few  of  them  are  vacant. 

By  the  usual  method  of  calculating  our  population,  that 
is  to  say  on  its  natural  increase,  it  amounts  this  year  to  366,- 
915  including  5,000  for  newly  annexed  districts.  This  gives 
us  a  death  rate,  excluding  illegitimate  and  premature  births 
of  19.97  per  1000,  and  including  the  above  22.56  per  1000. 
This  is  certainly  too  high  and  therefore  very  unjust  to  our 
City.  The  only  way  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of 
our  different  rates  would  be  to  have  the  City  inaugurate  a 
system  of  quinquenial  censuses  as  is  done  in  many  European 
countries  (triennial  in  some  German  states)  and  in  several 
states  and  territories  in  the  neighboring  republic. 

I  have  made  a  separate  column  this  year  for  deaths 
among  the  Israelitic  portion  of  our  population  which  deaths 
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were  included  hitherto  among  the  Protestants,  but  as  I  could 
not  ascertain  the  number  of  Israelites  in  the  City  I  was  un- 
able to  give  their  birth,  marriage  or  death  rates  separately 
and  had  to  include  them  in  the  Protestant  column,  an  anomaly 
which  would  not  exist  had  we  a  quinquenial  census. 

We  have  much  trouble,  also,  in  regard  to  the  registra- 
tion of  births.  The  negligence  or  ill-will  of  physicians  and 
others  in  sending  in  birth  certificates  is  a  source  of  great 
inconvenience  and  error.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  have  this 
by-law  strictly  enforced.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  great  utility 
also,  if  the  marriages  were  entered  at  the  Board  of  Health 
as  is  done  in  many  other  cities,  the  annual  reports  could  then 
be  issued  much  earlier  in  the  year.  In  fact  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  great  public  convenience  if  the  Board  of  Health 
were  empowered  to  establish  a  registry  office  in  connection 
with  its  regular  work  where  legal  certificates  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  could  be  issued.
